1. Introductory :— 

The Aliggrh Muslim University, Aligarh was established on 1st December, 1920 under the Aligarl 
Muslim University Act, 1920. It offers undergraduates and post graduates courses in Theology Arts 1 
Sciences, Social Sciences, Law, Commerce, Engineering and Technology, Medicine, Computer Science and 
such other faculties as may be prescribed by the statutes. It also makes provisions for research and advance¬ 
ment and dissemination of knowledge, promotion of Oriental and Islamic studies especially the educa¬ 
tional and cultural advancement of the Mus|im of India. 

It is mainly financed by University Grants Commission (UGC). It also receives grants directly from 
Government of India, Government of Uttar Pradesh (U. P.) and organisation like Indian Council of 
Agricultural Reseach (ICAR) Council of Scientific and Industrial Research (CSIR) etc. tor specific 
purposes. Its own receipts are from tuition, examination ajid.admission fees, hostel rent, interest on investment 
etc. It also receive donations from India and foreign countries. 

The accounts of the University are audited under section 19 (2) of Comptroller And Auditor Gen e r al 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of Service) Act, 1971.

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As of September 1994 the differences pertaining to the year 1993-94 (Rs. 1271 '05 lakh) was reduced 
to Rs. 390-79 lakhs (Rs75 -15 lakhs, Rs, 2-62 lakhs, Rs. 312-54 lakhs and Rs. 0-48 lakhs for Serial 
Nos. 1 to 4 respectively).
